Mr. Speaker and Hon'ble Members : 


I extend my warm welcome to you and through you, I convey my best wishes to the 
people of Orissa. 


2. I, on behalf of people of Orissa, express my deep condolence on the tragic death of 
thousands of people of Gujarat in the disastrous earthquake which occurred on the 26th January 
this year. At this critical juncture, our State has expressed its full solidarity with the people of 
Gujarat. 


The House has already expressed its deep condolence on the sad demise of Chintamani 
Panigrahi former leader of the Opposition and former Governor of Manipur; Krushna Chandra 
Patnaik and Harischandra Buxipatra, Ex-Ministers, Dhaneswar Kumbhar, Jadav Majhi, Fakir 
Charan Das, Radhamohan Mishra, Lalit Mohan Mohanty, Kunja Bihari Nayak, Bharat Ch. Hota, 
Trinath Samantara and Ghasiram Sandil, former members of the House. I would also like to 
request you to join with me in paying homage to Binayak Mohapatra, Rohidas Soren and Bira 
Kishore Jena, Ex-Members, who are no more with us. While conveying our heartfelt condolence 
to the bereaved families, this House will always remember their selfless service. 


Further, it is also in the fitness of things that we remember the supreme sacrifice made by 
the brave JAWANS OF THE INDIAN ARMY AND THE INDIAN AIR FORCE, particularly 
those belonging to our State namely, Manoj Bhanj, Budhiram Hessa, Pramod Ku. Moharana, 
Ranjan Kumar Mohanty, Shyam Sundar Barik, Umakanta Patnaik, Maheswar Behera, Surendra 
Kumar Rout, Ramesh Kumar Sethi, S.K. Jena and Blacius Alexandar Kujur. We salute them. 


3. The State Government is in the process of finalising the Annual Plan for 2001-2002 in 
Consultation with the Planning Commission. Priority will be given for implementation of 
Programmes designed for the socio-economic development of the poor, particularly the Scheduled 
Castes and Tribes. In consonance with the 74th amendment of the Constitution, my Government 
has taken steps to constitute the District Planning Committees for the preparation of consolidated 
District Plans. The State Government have also released Rs.36.75 crore during 2000-2001 @ 
Rs.25.00 lakh per Assembly Constituency under the MLA-LAD Scheme for implementation of 
local development projects. The scheme will be continued during 2001-2002. A revised long 
term action plan (LTAP) is being implemented in eight most socio-economically depressed and

under development covering an area of over 8.00 lakh hectares. Rain water harvesting and artificial 
ground water recharge are also being emphasised upon by the Watershed Mission. 


5. It has also been the endeavour of my Government to promote animal husbandry, poultry 
and pisciculture by adopting new scientific technology. These vast resources have become not 
only a source of nutritious food but also a source of employment for the rural population and for 
earning foreign exchange. My Government is taking adequate steps for upliftment of the socio- 
€conomic status of the poor fishermen under the F.F.D.A. Programme. Due emphasis has been 
given to increasing the production of milk, eggs and meat in the State. OMFED has made a 
record procurement of 1,10,000 litres of milk per day during the month of August, 2000. 


6. The Co-operatives in the State continue to play an important role not only in providing 
Credit support to the poor farmers, traders and artisans but also in increasing crop production by 
distributing fertilisers, pesticides, etc. at the village level. 11294 metric tonnes of fertilisers have 
been distributed by the co-operatives by December, 2000. The Government of India have 
introduced the Kishan Credit Cards through which the card-holder can draw instant loans from 
the banks. 8.19 lakh cards have been issued by December, 2000. The co-operative banks have 
disbursed term loans to the tune of Rs.30.31 cr. by the end of December, 2000, which includes 
finance for 426 tractors, 111 powertillers and 831 pump sets. For the purpose of strengthening 
the co-operative movement in the State, the Government are considering enactment of a new 
legislation for registering self-reliant co-operatives, which would function without assistance 
from and interference of Government. To strengthen the economic status of the farmers of the 
State by providing a direct link between the producer and the consumer, the Government have 
€ncourged setting up of Krushak Bazars: Till December, 2000, 6 such Bazars have already been 


Started at different places in the State. 


7, Forests constitute an important natural resource of our State, fulfilling various livelihood 
heeds of large sections of our people, particularly the tribal population. My Government believe 
in the Philosophy of protection, regeneration and management of forests through active 
Participation of the local village communities and deriving the maximum benefits from forest 
resources, Monopolistic trade practices in collection and trading of most non-timber forest produce 
have been withdrawn by my Government for ensuring proper prices to the primary gatherers, 
The Toyalty leviable on sal leaves has been abolished so as to benefit the large tribal population 
depending on this for their livelihood. The collection price of kendu leaves has been raised from 
16 paise for 20 leaves to 20 paise during the current season. This will raise the income of a very 
large number of people who earn their livelihood for a part of the year from plucking kendu 
leaves. The forests and plantations in coastal Orissa had been ravaged by the Super Cyclone of 
1999, During the past one year, the Social Forestry Organisation with help from the Panchayati 
Raj Department has raised and distributed 32.7 million seedlings to the people for raising trees 
in their back-yards and farms as well as in common properties, to compensate for this loss. 
During the current year also, this programme will be continued and large scale afforestation wil] 
be done in the drought affected districts and in the KBK region. 


8. Ithas been the consistent endeavour of my Government to increase the irrigation potential 
of the State by way of completing the ongoing major, medium and minor irrigation Projects by 
availing of financial assistance from the World Bank and other International Agencies. 27 major 
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projects during the year 2000-2001. To an 4

of employment opportunities at the international level. The Orissa University of Technology 

’ will be established to strengthen technical education and to provide an excellent base for steady 
supply of quality technical man-power to meet the future requirement of the country. Special 
emphasis is being given for information technology courses in the engineering colleges of the 
State. lam happy to mention that the first phase of the Neelachal Ispat Nigam Limited (NINL) is 
getting completed very soon. 


A thrust has been given to encourage self employment programme under PMRY in which 
more than 10,000 jobs will be created. More than 3000 small scale industries were affected in 
the last Super Cyclone. For revival of these industries, OSFC has sanctioned Rs.4165.00 lakhs 
for 706 small scale units. Special thrust is being given for restoration of livelihood of handloom 
weavers affected by the Super Cyclone, 1999. Considerable emphasis is being given on promotion 
of sericulture in order to bridge the gap between demand for silk yarn and its supply in the State. 


Il. The Orissa Remote Sensing Application Centre has done considerable work pertaining 
to identification of suitable areas for ground water development and of drinking water sources, 
The Gramsat Pilot Project was inaugurated by the Hon'ble Prime Minister on 24.05.2000. 
Interactive classrooms consisting of direct reception television and telephones has been installed 
at all the 30 district headquarters and 50 blocks in 8 KBK districts. A Fly Away Terminal has 
been installed at the campus of the Film and Television Institute of Orissa, Cuttack by ISRO. 
Nine interactive training programmes have been conducted by the user departments of the 
Government, 


12. Right sizing of the State PSUs is being attempted by implementing a model voluntary 
Scheme with the financial assistance of the DFID, U.K. A sum of Rs.5.95 cr (App.) has been 
Provided to meet the expenses of the V.R. benefit/retrenchment compensaion to the employees 
of these corporations till date. A Social Safety Net Programme has been launched with the 
financial assistance of DFID for the surplus workers of the State P.S.Us. As a result, 398 such 
workers have been engaged in business and 145 workers have secured employment in the private 
sector. 


13. My Government attaches much importance to rural connectivity. Repair and re- 
Construction of bridges and roads damaged in the last Super Cyclone has been taken up on war 
footing. Steps have already been taken for improvement of 546.67 kms of roads at a cost of 
Rs.46.52 cr. in the cyclone hit districts through O.S.D.M.A. under the immediate phase of World 
Bank Financing. 


My Government has also taken steps for improvement and heavy maintenance of 1405 
kms. of state roads at a cost of Rs.800 cr. with World Bank Loan Assistance. Ministry of Surface 
Transport has been requested to finalise the detailed terms of reference for preparation of the 
feasibility report of the coastal highway from Gopalpur to Digha. 4-laning work of N.H.-5 from 
Bhubaneswar to Jagatpur has been almost completed in order to remove acute traffic congestion 
between Cuttack and Bhubaneswar. Work for the portion from Jagatpur to Chandikhol has been 
Started. For the portions from Chandikhol to Bhadrak and Bhubaneswar to Khurda, work will be 
Started shortly. 


14, My Government attaches high priority to providing drinking water, Sanitation facilities 
and construction of rural roads and bridges in the rural areas. Twentyfour bridges have been

an impetus to science education in the backward areas, +2 science colleges will be set up at 
Tiring, Jirang and Kutra in the districts of Mayurbhanj, Gajapati and Sundargarh, respectively. 
Permission to open sixteen +2 Colleges and nineteen degree Colleges have been accorded in the 
areas devoid of higher education. A sum of Rs.5.34 cr has been exempted towards examination 
fees to the students of cyclone/flood affected areas. Extra-curricular activities like N.C.C. and 
N.S.S. and Athletics are being encouraged. The N.C.C. cadets have been rendering remarkable 
service at the time of natural calamities. +2 Annual Examination of 2000 has been conducted 
smoothly and results thereof have been published in the internet for the first time. 


19. ‘Health for All’, is the prime concern of my Government. The State Government continues 
its regular activities through health care institutions relating to Allopathy and institutions relating 
to alternative systems of medicines namely Homoeopathy, Ayurveda and Unani. Emphasis is 
given on control and eradication of communicable diseases like Leprosy, T.B., AIDS, Malaria, 
Filaria etc. Polio eradication campaign has received tremendous response from the people. Private 
practice by Medical College teachers has been abolished to improve the standard of health services 
in the State. The Eleventh Finance Commission have awarded Rs.24 cr for establishment of 
eight Regional Diagnostic Centres in the State. Privatisation of the cleaning services in 5 important 
hospitals in the State has shown a remarkable improvement in cleanliness in these Hospitals. 
Effective measures have been taken for promotion of the Indian System of Medicine and 
Homoeopathy in the State. Two Herbal Gardens, one at Harishankar in Bolangir District and 
another at Sirsa in Mayurbhanj District have been established. A Medicinal Plant Garden has 
also been established by the Plant Resource Centre at Bhubaneswar with Central Assistance. 


20. My Government have provided Rs. 16.24 cr for implementation of several housing schemes 
during 2000-2001. A massive housing programme in the Cyclone affected areas with HUDCO 
loan assistance through ORHDC has been taken up. Steps have been taken for augmentation of 
Piped water supply to all the 103 local bodies. Construction of 14 M.L.D. water treatment plant 
at Angul at a cost of Rs.489.59 lakhs has been taken up during the year. 714 hand pump tube 
wells have been installed so far and it has been proposed to install 500 more tube wells during 
the next year, 


21, My Government have done excellent work in providing more than 2 lakh Indira Awas 
houses to the poor people of the State, out of which nearly | lakh are already completed. Under 
the Jawahar Gram Samrudhi Yojana and Employment Assurance Scheme, my Government have 
8enerated 150.95 lakh and 116.28 lakh mandays respectively by the end of December, 2000. 
Under the Operation Black Board scheme, 1444 schools have been constructed. Under the rural 
connectivity programme, 2347 kms of metalled roads, 596 kms of black topped roads and 1625 
number of CD works have been completed. Under the Swarnajayanti Gramya Swarojagar Yojana, 
26,424 Swarojagaris have been assisted for creating micro enterprises. My Government, while 
ensuring proper price to poor pluckers, who are mostly tribals, has given ownership of 67 minor 
forest produce to the gram panchayats. A project has been undertaken to provide employment 
and additional income to nearly 25,000 women in the form of Self-Help Groups in Siali leaf-cup 
and plate units. In order to improve the quality of the lives of the people, Gram Panchayats will 
be provided funds to the tune of Rs.62.62 cr to provide basic civic services to the rural people 


22. The Public Distribution System caters to 80.28 lakh families of the State through a network 
of retail outlets in general and mobile vans in backward and difficult areas, in particular. As q 
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special measure for the benefit of the poor 16 kgs of rice per family per er at ner 
rate of Rs.4.75 per kg. is being supplied to BPL families in 143 backward bloc ete oat 
Rs.53.00 cr as annual subsidy.

Construction of 128 school buildings, 60 cyclone shelters and 128 health institutions have been 
taken up with assistance from C.M.R.F. through the O.S.D.M.A. The Institution of Lokpal has 
been strengthened with a view to bringing alleged acts of corruption committed by public | 
authorities into scrutiny. 

27. My Government have made the Revenue Administration in the State more responsive, 
Soon after assuming office, the Government was busy in relief and reconstruction measures in 
the cyclone devastated areas of the State. Priority was given to providing house building assistance 
to all affected persons and payment of ex-gratia to the next of kin of the deceased. Adequate 
financial assistance has been given to the affected fishermen and the betel vine growers. In the 
Meantime, the State has witnessed a serious drought in 26 of its districts in 15, 182 villages/ 
wards. A sum of Rs.56.87 cr has been allocated for drought amelioration measures including 
Sinking of new tube wells and labour intensive works. Besides the funds available under Calamity 
Relief Fund, one lakh tonne of food grains have been released by Government of India under 
Food for Work Programme for generation of labour employment. A major focus under Food for 
Work Programme is creation of new water bodies as drought proofing measures. 48,000 MTs. of 
Special BPL rice and 12,300 MTs. of special BPL wheat have been allotted to nine drought 
affected districts of Western Orissa in the first phase for supply to the affected families (both 
APL and BPL) at the rate of Rs.6.25 per kg. of rice and Rs.4.85 per kg. of wheat. The scale of 
Supply is 16 kgs of rice and 4 kgs of wheat per family. Rs.30 lakhs has been placed at the 
disposal of district collectors to provide gratuitous relief to the distressed prsons. The Government 
has created a separate CRF Account for facilitating flow of funds from the Central Government. 
Intimation from Government of India has been received regarding release of Rs.35 cr out of the 
National Calamity Contingency Fund (NCCF). My Government has distributed 141.644 acress 
of Government Waste Land among 4143 beneficiaries including 1310 S.C. and 1637 S.T. persons. 
265.95 acres of ceiling surplus land has been distributed to 280 landless persons including 97 
S.C. and 120 S.T. persons. The Orissa Scheduled Areas Transfer of Immovable property (by 
Scheduled Tribes) Amendment Regulation 2000 has already been sent for the assent of the 
President of India in order to prohibit complete transfer of tribal land to non-tribals, to detect 
Clandestine transfer of tribal land to non-tribals, to detect clandestine transfers and to inflict 
S€vere punishment to the offenders. Land records in 123 tahasils have been computerised as a 
Part of modernisation of revenue administration. Steps are also being taken to computerise the 
District Registration Offices in the State. Franking machines have been introduced in 27 
Registration Offices in the State to avoid the use of stamp paper. Proposals for districts involving 
194 pre-1980 forest villages have already been submitted to Government of India for approval, 


28. My Government is deeply shocked over the recent hooch tragedy in Puri and Bhubaneswar 
that claimed several human lives. A judicial probe by the District and Sessions Judge, Khurda 
under the Commission of Inquiries Act, 1952 has been ordered. Stringent action will be taken 
against the persons who will be found guilty. Strict measures have been adopted to curb the trade 
Of illicit liquor in the state. Serious efforts are being made to streamline the excise administration 
in the State through policy changes for the purpose of additional resource mobilisation. The 
State Beverage Co »oration has been set up to deal with IMFL.

A Hero of Our Times 


Biju Patnaik was a hero of our times. His life 
Was full of acts of heroism. As a child, he once 
broke police cordon to touch an aeroplane. As 
a foot-ball player, he always dominated the 
Playground. As a student in Ravenshaw 
College, he undertook an adventurous journey 
by bicycle from Cuttack to Peshawar, covering 
4 distance of more than 4,000 kms. In the 
company of two of his friends, Bhramarbar 
Sahu and Amar Ray, and carrying paltry sums 
of money, meagre food materials and other 
accessories, the young Ulysses from Orissa 
embarked on his odyssey. As a pilot, he 
displayed exemplary skill and courage by 
bringing revolutionary leaders from Indonesia 
'N the face of stiff opposition from the Dutch. 
He undertook dangerous missions such as 
flying to Russian territory in the Aid Russia 
“ampaign against German forces. Patnaik and 
other pilots used to fly to Tehran to load their 
Dakotas with arms and ammunition supplied 
by the USA. From there they left for 


Stalingrad, refuelling their planes at one or two 
Places, 


As a champion of Orissa's pride and 
Prestige, glory and greatness, Biju reminds us 
of Utkal Gaurav Madhusudan Das. In courage 
and adventure, he was like Netaji Subhas 
Chandra Bose, like whom he was also

Biju was the 
second of three sons of his parents, the other 
two being Sradhananda and Joyananda, 
popularly known as George and Siju. 


Biju received education in Cuttack's 
Mission School and Ravenshaw Collegiate 
School. He was known for his love for games, 
sports and adventure. After passing Entrance 
Examination from Patna University in 1932, 
he was admitted to Ravenshaw College, the 
premier institute for higher education in the 
State, where he pursued a science course, In 
1934, he was appointed a pilot in the Royal 
Air Force of the British Empire and left college 
without taking the B.Sc. final examination, 
Biju was the athletic champion of the college 
for three years. ; 

Biju joined politics in 1946, He was 
elected to Orissa Legislative Assembly from 
Cuttack constituency. In 1952 and 1957 he 
won from Bhanjanagar and Jagannath Prasad 
respectively. In 1961, he was made President, 
Orissa Pradesh Congress Committee. The 
Congress Party fought 196] mid-term 
Assembly elections under his charismatic 
leadership. For the first time in independent 
Orissa, Congress Party secured an absolute 
majority in the Orissa Legislative Assembly, 
Biju won from Choudwar near Cuttack and 
became the Chief Minister of Orissa. He 
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embarked upon several ambitious projects of 
construction, development and 
industrialisation. He tendered his resignation 
on October 2, 1963 to rejuvenate and 
strengthen the Congress Party under the 
Kamraj Plan. In 1964, the AICC session was 
held at Bhubaneswar chiefly due to his 
initiative. 

In the electiows to the Orissa 
Legislative Assembly in 1967, he 
unsuccessfully contested from the Patkura 
constituency. He was elected to Rajya Sabha 
the next year. In 1971, he contested four 
Assembly constituencies and one Lok Sabha 
constituency as a candidate of Utkal Congress, 
aregional party founded by him. He lost them 
all, though his party fared well. Biju lost the 
elections, but he was not lost in wilderness. 
These successive defeats, however, failed to 


deter him. He continued to play a leading role 
in politics. 

Biju was elected to the Assembly in 
1971 in a by-election from Rajnagar. In 1974, 
he won from Patkura, became the leader of 
the Opposition. He and other prominent 
leaders were arrested during the Emergency 
of 1975. In fact, that became a turning point 
of his life. The leaders of the Opposition 
Played a dominant role in the post-Emergency 
period. Biju was a key player in the formation 


‘ Congress Party, in the aftermath of the tragi¢

In 1985, Biju resigned his Lok Sabha 
seat to contest from the Bhubaneswa!

In 1990 election 
to the State Assembly, Biju steered his patly: 
Janata Dal into victory. After a gap of abou! 
three decades he became the Chief Ministe! 


of Orissa. In 1996, he won two Lok Sabha sea 
from Aska and Cuttack. 


Biju was a dreamer. He dreamt of 
Paradip, of Choudwar, of Orissa as a whole:

It was the end of a journey. A long 
journey indeed.

The 
Mortal remains of Biju would be consigned to 
the flames.

Biju breathed his last on 17th April'97.

Biju was a man of Himalayan height, 
of courage and valour.

Could take the challenge of beating the

Len led a force to lock up the Swaraj Ashram, 
in front of the training college. To retaliate, 
Biju Patnaik alias Bijayananda Patnaik 
organised a youth front. Mr. Len ruled the 
roost. Police cracked mercilessly on them. 
There was a heavy downpour on that day. The 
lanes and drains were filled with rain water. 
The entire city of Cuttack was inundated. Biju 
was grievously hurt. He almost floated with 
the current. Nobody dared help him for fear 
of police atrocity. Near the temple (Nanda 
Mandir), the inmates of Kathjuri hostel] 
rescued him.

Types of Silk 


Silk is the secretion of the salivary 
gland like the secretion of spider thread from 
abdominal gland. Because of the quality, silk 
is regarded as the 'Queen of Fibres’ or ‘Queen 
of Textiles’. Among the natural fibres like 
cotton, wool and silk, the latter accounts for 
0.31% only. Silk isa protein fibre made up of 
two types of protein, the inner layer 'Fibroin' 
(72-81%) and the outer gummy substance 
‘Sericin'. The proteins are synthesized from the 
host plant leaves of silkworm, stored in the 
two silk glands and ejected by the spinneret 
into two filaments. The two filaments join 
together by the cemeting secretion produced 
by the 'Fillippi's Gland’. Silk garments are 
Prepared from natural silk fibres obtained from 
the cocoons. 


The silk fibre is mainly of four types 
such as 'Mulberry silk' and 'Non mulberry silk’, 
le. Eri, Muga and Tasar. India is proud of 
having these four varieties of silk which is 
unique in the world. Mulberry silk is very 
common being cultivated in most parts of the 
world. Muga is exclusively practised in 
Assam, not any where else in world. Tasar is 
Mostly reared in farms of Bihar. Madhya 
Pradesh and Orissa. Indira ranks second in the 
world in the production of tasar silk. Eri silk 
1s a domesticated variety now reared in small 
quantity. Apart from four important 
commercial varieties of silk, some non- 
commercial silk is obtained from some other 
animals and even from the plant. 


History of Silk 


The history of silk can be traced back 
to China in the third millennium before the 
Christian era, where there is evidence of a 
written symbol for silk as early as 2600 B.C. 
Fragments of Chinese silk fabrics have been 
found that dates back to around 1500 B.C. The 
oldest known writings on silk are of a more 
recent period and are found in the Indian epic, 
the Ramayana, which was composed in 300

B.C. Silk was introduced to the West only 
during the regime of the Chinese emperor Wu- 
tiin 140-86 B.C., when the beginnings of the 
famed 6.400 kilometre 'Silk Road' were 
established. Towards the beginning of the 
Christian era, raw silk began to be exported 
from the East to Rome, where it was literally 
worth its weight in gold. 


Sericulture began in Byzantium in 
about the sixth century A.D. and especially 
after the crusades, spread to Italy (Sicily), 
Spain and France. By the 14th century the 
Italian cities of Genoa, Florence and Lucca had 
become fabled weavers of the silk fabrics. 
These were used only by the very affluent who 
encouraged silk-weaving in the century. In 
France, in the latter half of the 15th century, 
Louis XI took positive measures to support 
the domestic industry, one of which was to 
limit imports from Italy. Lyon became a major 
centre for silk-weaving and by the end of the 
18th century, this city had 1800 silk looms. 
The French Revolution brought about a 
complete ceasation of production and the silk 
industry in France was not to revive until the 
regime of Napoleon. 

Sericulture is an ancient industry in 
India dating back to the second century B.C. 
According to some historians raw silk was 
being exported to Rome from India during 
Kaniska's dynasty in 58 B.C. Tipu Sultan 
organised the sericulture industry in Karnataka 
State from 1785-1793 and made it as a way of 
life for the farmers of Karnataka. 


In 1930s, the United States was by far 
the world's leading consumer of silk, and Japan 
the largest supplier of raw material. Demand 
came almost exclusively from producers of 
silk stockings until the out break of the second 
World War and the ceasation of silk deliveries 
from Japan. All the silk then available was 
used in the production of parachutes and 
products other than hosiery. The invention and 
commercial introduction of nylon in 1938

Traditionally, more than 90 per cent of 
the world market for silk garments was geared 
to women's wear, Silk products for men were 
in the past largely limited to shirts, neckties, 
handkerchiefs, socks and underwear. The 
Situation has changed in the West, a direct 
result of the marketing of sand washed silk 
Sarments for men : trousers, jackets, padded 
Winter jackets, bomber jackets, shirt, suits, 
Shorts, T-shirts etc. during the past few 
decades, other silk items made in developing 
Countries have been successfully launched in 
Several western markets. An example is the 


thermal underwear from China, which was. 


introduced some years ago in Canada and the 
United States. The product is sold through 
Specialist shops to skiers, mountain climbers 
and the like. The special characteristics is the 
COO] in summer, warmth in winter and 
absorption of moisture without giving the 
Sensation of wetness. Knitted silk goods (T- 
Shirts, Camisoles, Folo-neck sweaters and 
Cardigans) have appeared in various European 
markets and in Japan. 


Knitted products of silk blended with 
Cotton, linen, acrylic and viscose have been 
marketing well in the middle price categories 
in Europe expecially in the United States. 
Luxury fibres such as cashmere, alpaca am 
camel hair are also blended with silk. Silk is 
ecofriendly and environmentally sound. It can 


absorb 30 per cent of its weight in moisture, 
making it extremely comfortable to wear. 
From the point of view of environment, silk 
has the advantage of being produced with few 
or no chemical fertilizers and practically no 
insecticides. These environmental positive 
aspects have so far hardly featured in any sales 
campaign. The silk consumption in Japan is 
reviving and stabilizing because of the surge 
in intrest in Western garments and accessories 
made of silk. Kimonos, the typical, unique and 
costly dress of Japan, absorbs about 75 per cent 
of the silk available in the country. 


The byproducts of sericulture like 
twigs, silkworm letter, pupae, pierced and 
unreelable cocoons, reeling waste etc. are all 
useful in one form or other and gives income. 
Dead leaves, twigs, dead silkworm larvae and 
moths and silkworm larval litter have 
tremendous potential as compost. Dry leaves 
and branches of food plants are excellent fuel 
sources. Pupae of silkworms have been 
successfully tried as an alternative protein diet | 
in pisciculture. Fruits of mulberry plant can 
be used as food and for the preparation of 
pickle. Application of systematic eco- 
technological technique for recycling and 
judicious management of sericulture waste are 
essential for alround development of 
sericulture industry and eco and user-friendly 
environment. 


Sericulture and Sustainable Development 


The science of rearing silkworm, 
growing of host plants of silkworms and 
harvesting silk from the cotton is known as 
"Sericulture." Sericulture, therefore, involves 
agriculture, industry and art. It is a pleasure of 
the rich and treasure of the poor, It plays a vital 
role in the flow of wealth from richer section 
to the poorer section of the society, thus an 
instrument of income levelling. Sericulture 
avocation helps preventing Migration of 
landless agricultural labourers, marginal and

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Memorial for Madhu Sudan 


After the death of my father I wished that his 
name should be associated with the first Girl's 
High School, which through his efforts, was 
founded and that the Anniversary of his death 
Should be observed in the school as he was 
the real pioneer of women's education in 
Orissa. I carried out his instructions and 
worked to make the first Girls' School a 
Success, 


I approached the then D.P.I. of Orissa 

On the subject. He fully agreed with me and 
Suggested that his portrait should be unveiled 
In the Ravenshaw Girls' School and the 
Founder's Day should be observed. When the 
Matter came up before the Managing 
Committee of the School, the Oriya D.P.I. was 
then in the place of the European D.P.I. anda 
lot of difficulties were brought forth by him 
and the members, as they were not ready to 
8lve honour to one to whom the honour was 
due. The lady members were jealous of 
Observing the Founder's Day and great 
discussion took place. However, the portrait 
hg unveiled by the last Commissioner of 
Orissa. The Death Anniversary of Madhu 
Sudan was not observed in the school properly.

the history of the school was changed at my 
suggestion, real facts were put in and a marble 
tablet was fixed in the library to show that the 
High School was founded by us and that it 
was a real successful female education in 
Orissa. 

Since then the 4th of February of each 
year is observed as the Death Anniversary of 
my father at the school and a meeting is held 
where an essay written by the girl is read on 
the life of Madhu Sudan and a gold medal 
presented by me for which I have endowed a 
sum of Rs.2,000. 


The public of Orissa held many 
meetings to make a grand memorial of Madhu 
Sudan, but all the big talk only ended in smoke. 
In 1936 when the new Province of Orissa was 
created, the public of Orissa announced before 
the first Governor at the Oath Taking 
Ceremony at the Ravenshaw Boys' College 
Hall that the people would like to have a 
Madhu Sudan Provincial Library to 
commemorate the memory of the Father of 
Orissa Nationalism. This also ended in smoke 
as there was no real attempt and people do not 
wish to take trouble. So the eyes of the public 
turned on my house thinking the daughter 
should make a gift of her house for the 
memorial of her father. I was told that some 
money was collected for the Madhu Sudan 
Memorial. But no one seems to know where 
it was and by whom collected. 
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In 1937 Sri Biswanath Das, the then 
Premier of Orissa, expressed a wish that I 
should give the house to the people of Orissa 
on trust because the house was the place from 
where Oriya National life radiated throu ghout 
Orissa. All the public activities in Orissa for 
the last fifty years started from this place and 
the Congress has taken up his work. In this 
house my late father lived and breathed his 
last. The Premier held out promises to do big 
things with the house to perpetuate my father's 
memory. I was led away by his keen interest 
and glowing picture and promised to make a 
gift. As suggested, I sent him a proposal with 
certain conditions, A meeting was held at my 
house by him with his departmental heads of 
officers and all my conditions were accepted, 
But the most important point was 
to maintain the gift and Carry out t 
which he said would be invested j 
afterwards.

I left Cuttack for medical treatment as I was 
seriously ill. During my absence, the Vice- 
Chancellor of the Utkal University tried to 
acquire my house which was Madhu Sudan's 
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House and which was a purchased property 
from Court sale by driving her out from her 
only residence and shelter. He proposed to 
have the Madhu Sudan Law College in this 


house and thus take away the residence of 


Madhu Sudan's daughter in her old age. But 
God is always with her and her father's spirit 
is helping her to overcome all the difficulties

In most populations in the world, sex 
ratio tends to be favourable to females, even 
though the males outnumber the females at 
younger ages due to the fact that a few more 
males being born than females, (the sex ratio 
at birth varies between 102 to 107 males for 
every 100 females for biological reasons), but 
this advantage of males gets neutralised by the 
age of 20 due to higher mortality among males 
than among females, as the latter have greater 
resistance power to diseases than males. In 
India, Africa, West Asia, a few other countries 
of South Asia, there is a different picture 
because the females are neglected not only in 
childhood, but also at all ages. 


Ey The Census is an indicator of literacy 
position in India. The 1991 Census had shown 
that 52 percent of India's population had 
become literate by then and the male literacy 
rate was 64 percent and female literacy rate

was 39 percent. These rates relate to 
population aged 7 and above. If total 
population is taken as base, literacy rate was 
36.2 percent in 1981 and it improved to 43.3 
percent in 1991. There is satisfactory increase 
in literacy rate. The present Census will show 
better results in the sector because of literacy 
programmes organised throughout the country 
in the last decade. 


6. The Census produces a wealth of 
information relating to population, male and 
female ratio, marital status, languages spoken, 
religion, educational attainment, occupational 
status, migration data, ex-service men, 
scheduled castes and scheduled tribes etc. 
These useful data can be the base for planning 
in all sectors affecting the population, like 
occupation, industries, locating satellite 
township, agricultures, family planning, 
health-care programmes, transport system, 
education and in other allied fields. 


hi. Census is an eye-opener for the 
planners and policy makes. They are able to 
focus their attention on planning for (i) 
population control (ii) food production (iii) 
drinking water supply (iv) agriculture (v) 
education (vi) new towns (vii) improving 
conditions of villages and other allied subjects. 
But it does not give any idea about the state of 
health of the population. It remains at the level 
of population count. 


8. Health of the population is an 
important factor. A healthy population is a 
valuable resource for the country. A good 
health plan should look to the nutritional status 
of the population. It should also concern itself 
with water supply and conditions of hygiene 
and sanitation. It must put preventive medicine 
on sound footing. It should work towards 
improving the skill-levels of health manpower 
and ensure that health facilities are available 
to all at low cost. In our country, there are 
Primary Health Centres, Sub-divisional 
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Hospitals, District Hospitals and referal 
hospitals attached to medical colleges. But 
most of these hospitals except those attached 
to medical colleges are poorly equipped both 
in respect of manpower, and equipments. It is 
a common knowledge that services provided 
by these hospitals are far from Satisfactory. It 
will not be proper to analyse the reasons for 
unsatisfactory health service, 


9. It is commonly seen that the amount 
provided in State's budget for health 
expenditure is not adequate to provide 
Satisfactory health Service, both preventive and 
curative. A large chunk of this amount is 
concentrated on main hospitals in urban 
centres, serving a small] fraction of the 
population with curative Care, but in rural 
these facilities are grossly poor, and hos 
located in rural areas suffer from want of 
funds, and lack of health personnel. Hence, 
the bulk of people living in rural areas do not 
get desired level of health Services. Since there

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RESURGENT ORISSA 


Orissa entered the new millennium with a sense of trauma. The super cyclone of 1999 had 
devastated the State and wrecked the lives of millions. An acute financial crisis had crippled the 
State. The Government led by Shri Naveen Patnaik assumed office at that critical hour, and it: 
had to cope with a crisis of unprecedented order. 


During the last one year the major thrust of the Government has been in the fields of 

v Effective Rehabilitation and Reconstruction 

v Efficient Drought Mitigation 

v Pro-poor Initiatives 

v Empowerment of Women 

v Futuristic Programmes 

The Government singlemindedly pursued rehabilitation and reconstruction measures. The 

Orissa State Disaster Mitigation Authority (OSDMA) was constituted to coordinate the work 
undertaken by Government agencies and Non-Government organisations and to find ways to 
combat natural disasters. 


The new millennium brought in its wake a terrible drought in most parts of the State. In 
order to deal with the situation, Government has taken several steps such as supply of diesel 
Pumps and non-paddy seeds at subsidised rates, operationalisation of non-functioning irrigation 
points and introduction of labour intensive programmes. A new programme called 'Operation 
Trishna' has been launched to handle drinking water scarcity in the drought-affected areas. The 
Government has succeeded in keeping the prices of essential commodities stable. 


The Government has taken several pro-poor measures such as Antyodaya Anna Yojana, 
Annapurna Scheme and Emergency Feeding Programme. Special attention is also paid to the 
welfare of Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes, minorities and other weaker sections. Transfer 
of tribal land to non-tribals is being prohibited. Government is conscious of the symbiotic 
relationship between the forest and communities who live in forest areas, particularly tribals. 
Gram Panchayats are now entrusted with the management of 67 items of Minor Forest Produce 
including 7 tree-borne oilseeds of forest origin. Purchase price of kendu leaf has been hiked 
from 16 paise per bundle to 20 paise, benefiting 25 lakh people in the drought-hit districts. 


Women empowerment is a very important development indicator. The year 2001 has 
been declared the Year of the Empowerment of Women. The process of women empowerment 


through Self Help Group has been put on mission mode. 


A programme of Rs.1000 cr has been launched for minor irrigation and lift irrigation to 
be operated through Pani Panchayats. The Lower Indra Irrigation Project has been launched in 
Nuapada district. A new thrust is given to Agriculture and Industry, and several initiatives have 
been taken in this direction. The process of setting up a Mega Oil Refinery at Paradip has been 
set in motion. The Gramsat Pilot Project has facilitated closer interaction between people and 
the administration. With leading software companies setting up their units in Orissa, the State is

Orissa Hydro Power Corporation commissioned 3rd unit of the Upper Indravati Hydro

The local people can demand to establish a school where a formal primary school is not 
justified as per norm and where is no primary school within a radius of one km. The 
number of children to be enrolled in the age group of 6-14 should be at least 20 (15 in 
case of tribal areas). 

Innovative steps like introduction of primers in tribal dialects have been taken to increase 
retention and reduce dropout among SC/ST children and girls. 20,000 teachers in tribal 
areas have been trained in attitudinal issues during the year. 


Prohibition of Transfer of Tribal Land to Non-Tribals 


After approval of Cabinet, the bill for amending certain provisions of the Orissa Scheduled 
Areas Transfer of Immovable Property (by Scheduled Tribes) Regulation, 1956 (Orissa 
Regulation 2 of 1956) has been sent for Presidential assent. This would solve the major 
problems confronting the tribal land in Scheduled Areas of the State.

A meeting of the Sales Tax Advisory Committee was held in the Secretariat on February 21, 
2001 under the Chairmanship of Hon'ble Minister for Finance, Planning and Coordination, Shri 
Ramkrushna Pattnaik. It was decided that registration of businessmen should to be made within 
60 day of the receipt of the application and special camps would be held to complete the work. 
Steps would be taken for first point tax collection, as far as possible. Purchases for different 
departments and corporations would be made from registered dealers and notification to this 
effect would be issued soon. 

It had also been decided to collect opinion of the public as well as businessmen regarding 
Value Added Tax for which a bill would be drafted and introduced. Steps would be taken for 
securing Govt. of India's approval of the scheme for computerisation of the sale tax department. 
Directions have been sent for self assessment of dealers as per Orissa Sales Tax Rules 12(1).
